Of f ers to Educate Fire 

Victim's'Ghildren 



PUT MONEY IN TRUST fUND 



As Yet the Offer of the Company has 

jiot Been Accepted— Action 

Unprecedented 



"While tho public had heard nothing 
about it as yet" it develops that tho North 
Shore Electric company, through Vice 
President F. J. Bakor, has made a volun- 
tary tender of 82,500 to the family of J. H . 
Janscn, thoflreman killed Tecentjy' in the 
fire of th'ecompany's plant on Spring street, 
Waukegan. 

As yet the tender has not been accepted 
by the family as it is said they are holding 
•out in hopes of getting $3,000. 

The offer of the company is not to give 
$2,500 .cash to the family, but to place it 
in the hands' of a] trustee- or bank and pay 
over something like $50 or $75 a month to 
ithe JanBens to be used in caring for the 
•children and educating them. Added to 
this amount Mr. Baker says ho will put 
4100 donation which tho company nt once 
made when it was suggested , that a 
memorial of some kind be erected in Mr. 
Jansen's memory by Waukegan people. 

Mr. Baker Bays the company tendered 
the $100, does not want to back, and will 
add it to the $2,500, making a total of 
42,600 to the Jnneen family. 

Speaking of the 'matter, Mr. Baker said 
when interviewed- 

"Yen, it is true, wo have tendered $2,500 
to tho Jensens, to be used for educating the 
children. We do not do this because we 
feel we were in the least liable for the 
fatality, but' through a desire to really help 
the family which was bereaved through 
tho destruction of our plant. 

"Wo wish to put the fund in such sbnpo 
as to be used for the education of tho 
children for we feel that it will go a long 
way toward helping them until they are 
old enough to help themselves and their 
mother. 

"We plannod doing thia at onco follow- 
ing tho accident, but tho mother has 
dragged nlong aa relatives of the - victim 
t fte.Bin.lo bo dissatisfied with bur lender and 
want more. Wo feel wo aro doing more 
than most concerns would do voluntarily 
and wo arc ready to take the steps necessary 
to put tho money into bucIi shape that it 
can bo used ntonce." 

The voluntary action of the company in 
tendering this money is commendable be- 
cnuBO tho general feeling is that the com- 
nnny wns not legally liable under the cir- 
cumstances,

Government Will Permit Waukegan to Lo- 
; cate Fish Hatchery on Harbor Sands 

The Waukegan state'fish hatchery will 
be erected on the sands fronting and just 
Routh of Madison street and' just east of 
the water works. 

In aninteryiew over the long distance 
from his office in Milwaukee, Major Jud- 
son chief of the United states engineeeing 
department .of the great lakes, declared 
that he. would sign a recommendation 
that this strip of sand be leased to the 
city, of Wnkukegan for $1' a year for tho 
use of the fish hatchery. 

A reporter obtained the interview with 
Major Judson just five minute after Mayor 
Bullock and Alderman. John Morrow had 
left the goverement office with the accur- 
anceof consent for tho bite. 

Major Judson announced at the same 
time that the new proposed lightkeeper's 
residence will be built in 'September, this 
year, it is probable, at a cost of $6,000, 
which will make it an ornament to the lake 
front and the City and a very desirable 
residence. 

■ ;The site chosen for the fish hatchery by 
the city is 90 by 100 feet in dimensions 
and fronts on Madison street just east of 
of the water works. 

The city will do its Bhare toward clean- 
ing up and parking the lake front, the 
government will park the, district about 
the new lightkeeper's house and from the 
end of the new south pier at the Gourly 
dock, and the stale will park the land 
about the fish hatchery, bo the' Waukegan 
lake Iront iB to bo substantially improved 
and made beautiful. 

Major Judson will write to the secretary 
of war recommending that the fish hat- 
chery site be leased to the city for $1 a 
year as is the harbor dock site, and this 
means that the secretary of war will grant 
that the lease be issued, so the fish hatch- 
ery is assured and Waukegan gains an 
industry and a show place at one and the 
same time. The fi^h hatchery building 
will be simple but tastly and costly.

Kenosha Foreigner Robbed of 

Years Savings in Trying 

•to Double His Money 



WAS FLEECED OF $2,400 



Was Led to Suppose That Hs Could 

Have Each Bill ' Duplicated by 

Placing It Between Paper 



According to police circles a great swin- 
dle Wa8 recently unearthed in Kenosha in 
which a Waukegan man was concerned. 
The scheme was worked out so cleverly it 
is said that the victim waa fleeced of $2,400 
and the strange part of the matter, is that 
he may have considerable difficulty in prov- 
ing that the money was taken from him. 

The name of the victim is not given, but 
it seems that he was a foreigner who had 
lived in this country for some time. The 
$2,400 was the money that he had managed 
to save during the time that ho has been 
in this country. 

One day, a short time ago, he became 
acquainted with -two of his countrymen 
and after a while they told him of a scheme 
bv which he could double any money tbnt 
ho might chance to have. They said that 
the scheme was one that they had invented 
and that as long as the government did not 
discover it that it would be all right. 

The plan as explained to the victim was' 
to place a piece of paper .money between 
two sheets of blotting paper which were 
then saturated with water and the paper 
placed between presses and put aside. 

In a fow days the victim was invited to 
witness the supposed opening of -the press, 
nnd there, sure enough, were two bills of 
the same denomination as the one that had 
been placed there. A blank piece otpaper 
that .had been inserted with the .bill bad 
evidently turned into another bill. 

The victim was thoroughly convinced, 
and going to the bank bo drow out his 
$2,400 and had the bills placed between 
the blotters, in tho expectation that be 
would get his money doubled, merely pay- 
ing the men who did the work a- commis- 
sion.' 

When the time came for him to go to 
the place where the money had been placed, 
it was not there nnd the men had skipped. 
The police wore notified und the men were 
capturned hear Chicago. Now the troublo 
will bo to prove that it was they that re- 
moved the money from the press. * 

CUT IN WAGES 

0E RAILROAD 

EMPLOYES 

A general cut in wages of all section 
men and all unskilled laborers has- been 
ordered by the railroads extending west 
from Chicago, Several thousand men are 
affected. This is tho first wage reduction 
made by tho western road?, and is consid- 
ered in soiiie quarters as the first step in a 
general wage cut which is declared to be 
increased by an advance in freight rates. 
The reduction in the case of most section 
men ia from 81 85 .per day of 10 hours to 
81 25. Some extra gangs have beon paid 
81.45; and they have been reduced to 
81.35. Most of the laborers affected are 
foreigners, but there are a large number 
of men who have been unable to get other 
work who are working in the section 
gangs.

Because Parker H. Sercomho insists up- 
on nppearing in public minus his trousers 
the official ban has been placed on him by 
tho Spirit Fruit Home colony, near Ingle- 
side. 

He is not welcome at. ihe place in his 
pink pajamas. The breach of etiquette 
committed by him nt the Walt Whitman 
banquet at the Washington restaurant one 
month ago, when be appeared in pajamas, 
is the act responsible for Lis ostracism by 
the colonists. 

Action was taken ngninst Sercombe at 
the first anniversary of the dedication of 
the Spirit Fruit home. The first intima- 
tion that he bad that ho was not wanted 
was when he did not receive an invitation 
to participate in. tho exercises. When it 
was whispered that ho might attend he 
was not told that ho would be welcome. 
Ths select gathered, and then the "kibosh" 
for all time was put on tho lover of next-to 
nature garb. 

"We don't want him here," said Jacob 
Beilhnrt. Whilo he may believe in free 
expression and the absolute foolishness of 
marriage by law, wo cannot stand for a 
man who is likely at any time to parade 
in bathing trunks, pn jamas, or garments 
haying even less cloth."

The eastern lines are not charg- 
ed with discrimination In this matter, as 
they are making nothing below the one 
and one-balf foieo for any meeting, but 
west of Chicago reductions have been made 
for tho political conventions and other 
meeting where large attendence is antici- 
pated. :.

He made many friends among 
his fellow employes and had gained the 
respect of his employers. 

Mr, O'Keefecame to the Voltz - home in 
a nervous condition caused by close' con- 
finement to bis work and it is probable 
that in a fit of despondency his over 
wrought brain conceived the idea of end- 
ing his own life. 

The body wns discovered by a man 
hired on the Voltz farm, at about eight 
o'clock hanginsr near the barn. When - 
found, life wns extinct and apparantly bad 
beon for some time. 

The Coroner of Kenosha County was 
notified at once., nnd upon, his arrival 
impntineled a jury who returned ' tho 
virdict that thedeceased came to his death 
by his own hand, for reasons unknown to 
the jury. 

The Ryan liquor .company were immed- 
iately notified by. telegram of the sad 
occurrence. Two representatives of the 
firm accompanied by an undertaker from 
Chicago arrived on the 8; 15 train in tho 
afternoon. They at once took charge of 
the body and prepared it for shipment, 
removing it to Chicago on tho evening 
train. 

As far as is known O'Keefe had no rel- 
atives.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 

Monetary conditions continue remark- 
ably satisfactory, funds being reabily 
available for alt purpose at easy terms. 
June opened with a decidedy better feeling 
in Wall Street, and in two day* the mar- 
ket recovered an average of 82 a share for 
the sixty most active railway stocks, while 
the few lending securities made gains of 
$5 to $10, 



A decision has been rendered by the 
War Department which will exclude 
militia coiumads from sharing in the pro- 
fits accruing from the conduct of bakeries 
and other establishments at army posts or 
joint manoeuvre camps. When a regular 
troop or company is serving temporarily at 
a post it does not benefit by the profits of 
the bakery and other establiamuente at 
that station, the profits going to her troop 
regularly on duty there, and it is consider- 
ed that no greater favor may be extended, 
with propriety, to the militia. 



Representative John W. Weeks, of 
Massachusetts, a member of the new Fin- 
ance Commission and of the House Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee, is of the 
opinion that Congress will not get a re- 
port from the new commission until late 
in 1909, when the Gist Congress is in 
session. The work of the commission is 
one of the moBt comprehensive ever under- 
taken by any similar body and involves an 
investigation of the leading financial sys- 
tems of the world, which means an enor- 
mous amount of work. In reply iug to 
Senator La Follette's objections that the 
terms of the bill are too broad in allowing 
"tiny securities" to be deposited for emer- 
gency currency Mr. Weeks said: "Such 
criticisms of that particular feature of the 
bill are due to prejudice and lack 
of knowledge ratnur than to sound 
business reasons. In taking out 
clearing house certificates in the past, 
tanks have always hypothecate! their 
best securities, and their is no reason to 
suppose they. will not continue to fullow 
that policy.

Planned. 

New York.— Pine Plains, the con- 
centration camp of the ' federal sol- 
diers and national guardsmen, was 
torn up from one end to the other of 
Its Beven miles of territory Sunday 
by the moBt severe wind and rain 
storm that has visited that section for 
years. , . 

Three thousand tents' were blown 
down, mess shelters were leveled and 
more than 100 horses stampeded and 
escaped from their corrals. 

It was the soldiers' first drill of the 
field maneuvers, which take. place this 
week under Cen. Fred D. Grant, com- 
mander of the department of the east, 
but' it was not of the 'kind anticipated. 

Paymaster John S. Malloy was pay- 
ing off the Twelfth United States in- 
fantry when the storm descended. He 
had arranged the money in heaps of 
bills, preparatory to distributing them 
among the mon. Maj. Mallory and his 
assistants made an attempt to get 
tho money back into the strongboxes, 
but. they were unsuccessful, and in a 
moment the air was full of currency. 

Bills of many denominations were 
found scattered over a territory of a 
mile or more, and probably the greater 
part of tho money will be recovered. 

The troops will be kept busy with 
day and night maneuvers,, solving 
various problems of defense and at- 
tack, outpost duty and other activities 
of troops in the field at war. 

While the regulars, a brigade of 
Massachusetts militia and a regiment 
and soveral troops of a battery of the 
Now York National Guard are strug- 
gling with the rules and rigors of 
mimic war at Fine . Plains, ships 
classed as foreign fleets will endeavor 
to capture New York city, which will 
be defended by regulars and Now York 
National Guard regiments of the coast 
artillery. Under, the direction of the 
regulars the state troops will essay 
the task of operating the big defense 
guns In the four forts guarding the 
harbor approaches.
